1 . This is a first Office action on the merits for application serial number 09/699328 
filed 10/30/00. Claims 1-15 are pending. 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1 ) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

3. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 

with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 

required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: the Patent Office file is missing 
page 1 of the declaration. Only page two is in the file. 

4. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure, particularly claim drafting. While an inventor may prosecute the 
application, lack of skill in this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum 
protection for the invention disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a 
registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a 
patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot 
aid in selecting an attorney or agent.

5. Claims 1 -1 5 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
